USS. Detroit 
Shows Speed 
Qualifications 





New Cruiser Travels at 
HE U.S. seout cruiser Detroit, in 
the first of her builder’s trials over 


Rate of 35 Knots 
I the Rockland, Me., course on May 


25. is eredited with the splendid speed 
record of a fraction over 35 knots for one 
mile. Her designed estimated trial speed 
was 33.7 knots. 

The Detroit, which was constructed by 
the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Co., Fore 
River, Mass., made her record on one of the 
high speed runs of her standardization 
tests. The average of the Detroit’s high speed 
group was between 34.6 and 34.7, as com- 
pared with her sister ship, the Richmond’s, 
34.2 on similar runs. 

In addition to her high speed, the De- 
troit in her runs on May 25 developed 
100,000 horsepower, nearly 10,000 in ex- 
cess of expectations. At the end of the 
standardization trial the Detroit backed 
twice over the mile course at a speed of 
20 knots and then put to sea for economy 
tests at a maintained speed of 20 knots. 
_The Detroit is equipped with Curtis tur- 
bine engines, while the Richmond is 
equipped with Parsons turbines, and the 
estimated horsepower for trial on both fine 
ships was 90,000. 

The Detroit has electro turbo-generating 
sets made by the General Electric, and 
the Richmond is equipped with those of 
the Westinghouse.

Between Dawn and Sunset

Crossing the United 
Ser., U.S.A., who holds the official 


L world’s record for speed over 100 


and 200 kilometers over a closed circuit 


and for one kilometer straightaway, has 
been selected by the War Department to 
make a new flight for record some time 
between June 15 and June 25, in which 
it is estimated he may make the flight 
from Mitchel Field, N.Y., to San Fran- 
cisco, allowing for four stops of 30 min- 
utes each and a possible emergency halt of 
one hour or so for repairs, between dawn 
and sunset, say seventeen hours all told. 

The plane to be used will be the Curtiss 
pursuit airplane, recently built for the 
Army Air Service, and capable of averag- 
ing 160 miles per hour. It is modeled 
along the same lines as the Curtiss R-6 
racing plane in which Lts. Maughan and 
Maitland recently made their spectacular 
speed flights. This pursuit ship, while not 
measuring up to the speed of the racer 
by about 20 miles, has been selected by 
reason of the fact that its armament and 
equipment, weighing approximately 270 
pounds, could be removed and extra gaso- 
line and oil tanks to make up this weight 
substituted therefor. This added fuel ca- 
pacity will considerably prolong the range 
of the ship and enable it to make the 
transcontinental daylight “hop” in laps of 
approximately 600 miles in length. The 
removal of the armament and equipment 
will be about the only alteration neces- 
sary to prepare the ship for this flight. 

The first leg of the flight will be from 
New York to Dayton, Ohio, a distance of 
approximately 570 miles. This will be 
followed by another jump of similar dis- 
tance to St. Joseph, Mo., thence 540 miles 
to Cheyenne, Wyo., thence 470 miles to 
Salduro, Utah, and finally 420 miles to 
—— Field, Presidio of San Francisco, 
Calif. 

Lt. Maughan estimates that he wiil have 
20 hours of daylight in which to accom- 
plish ‘his flight. . Leaving New York at 
4 a.m. and landing at San Francisco at 
9 p.m. covers a stretch of 17 hours. To 
this may be added the three hours gained 
in the change of time from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific coast. Computing the av- 
erage speed at 160 miles an hour, the 
2,670 miles between New York and San 
Francisco should be coyered in 16.7 hours, 
the remaining time being Consumed by the 
four 30-minute stops and the 1.3 hours 
for repairs. 

The Curtiss Pursuit plane is equipped 
with a Curtiss CD-12 engine of 400 horse- 
vower. One of the outstanding features 
of this airplane is its remarkable climb- 
ing ability. At the take-off she can climb 


2.500 feet in one minute, or at the aston- 


ishing rate of 30 miles an hour. From 


6.500 feet she can climb 1,710 feet per 
minute and, starting from an altitude of 


15,000 feet, can climb 1,390 feet per 


minute. 


At the maximum altitude that the plane

ean attain with its normal equipment 
(28,600 feet), it can travel at the rate of 
113 miles an hour in the rarified atmo- 
sphere. The weight of the airplane empty 
is 1,879 pounds; loaded 2,784 pounds. The 
overall length is 22 feet 10 inches; height 
8 feet 8 inches; the wing span is 32 feet 
and the positive stagger of the wings is 
34 inches. The chord of the upper wing 
is 5 feet, and of the lower wing 4 feet; the 
gap is 4 feet 7 inches. The total wing 
area is 265.3 square feet. 

The landing speed is 61.5 miles per 
hour. She carries 86 gallons of gasoline, 
which gives the airplane a cruising radius 
well over the two hours required for pur- 
suit ships. ‘The cockpit and the wings 
are so arranged that the pilot obtains the 
greatest possible angle of vision. The 
landing gear has the v-shaped axle feature 
which enables the ship to land on rough 
terrain with very little risk. The fuselage 
of the ship is of steel construction, and 
may be opened in sections with the great- 
est ease, and all the engine parts can be 
quickly inspected or repaired with the 
minimum time and labor spent in the re- 
moval of the cowling. 

In a recent flight an Army Air Service 
pilot drove his plane at a speed of 152 
miles per hours at 15,000 feet altitude. 


Navy to Make Air Survey 
of Alaska Territory 


N. extensive survey of Alaskan ter- 

ritory from the air, with a view 
to ascertaining data on airports, air 
bases and general coast line informa- 
tion of value to aviation projects, will be 
made this summer by two Navy DT sea- 
planes which will be attached to the com- 
mission headed by Rear Adm. J. V. Chase, 
U.S.N. The planes will be piloted by Lts. 
E. B. Brix and H. Stevens, U.S.N. 
They will carry a full equipment of pho- 
tographic material, including mapping 
camera and special high-power lenses for 
distance work. 

The planes left San Diego May 25 and 
will base on the U.S.S. Cuyama during 
their operations in Alaskan waters. It is 
expected that information of value to con- 
servation and development projects will 
be obtained in this manner from the air 
in territory and over terrain that is other- 
wise almost inaccessible. 

Aerial maps will be made by the planes 
which will furnish what would otherwise 
take months to obtain. One of the pro- 
jects which will be undertaken is the com- 
pletion of a difficult piece of triangulation 
for the Coast and Geodetic Survey. The 
proposition is to establish triangulation 
points on Baranoof Island by aerial pho- 
tography which may be used to plot in the 
territory from one coast to another. It is 
also planned to make a survey of the Alas- 
kan oil fields and of the seal herds on the 
Alaskan coast and in the surrounding wa- 
ters, i@

Fine Score by 8-inch Guns 
at Moving Targets 
HE 52d Artillery, U.S.A. (Rail- 
way), on duty at Fort Eustis, Va., 
has- performed some remarkably 
fine shooting, and it is believed has estab- 
lished a record in firing guns at moving 
water targets, using indirect fire. This 
target practice was held by the 3d Bat- 
tdlion of the 52d Artillery (Railway) on 
May 22 with the 8-inch rifles on railway 
mounts, 

The practice was one of the most suc- 
cessful that has ever been held at Fort 
Eustis with guns of this character. Bat- 
teries E, commanded by Capt. Kenneth 
McCatty, C.A.C., and F, commanded by 
Capt. E. M. Benitez, C.A.C., with Maj. 
J. B. Taylor, C.A.C., ‘as battalion com- 
mander, conducted the practice on a mov- 
ing water target. 

A total of. 118 rounds were fired at 
ranges varying between 12,000 and 16,000 
yards. ‘The work of the range and gun 
sections was exceptionally good. The tar- 
get was observed from towers and the data 
communicated to the range section, and 
after all corrections were made the ranges 
and deflections were sent to the guns,- 
which were emplaced in the woods on wide- 
ly separated spurs constructed by the reg- 
iment. All firing was at a moving target 
simulating naval ecnditions. 

One of the features of the firing was 
the fact that on one “leg” on the target,. 
that is, while it was traveling from a point 
opposite Shoals light to a point between 
White Shoals light and Mulberry Island, 
a total number of fifty-seven shots were 
fired at it from two guns firing salvos. 
The reports of the observers were to the 
effect that the shots that did not actually 
hit the target were centered within a ra- 
dius of thirty yards of it. 

Assuming that these shots were fired at 
a target the size of a destroyer practi 
all the shots would have been actual hits. 
In one “burst” of twenty-four shots a to 
of seventeen actual hits were scored ; while 
in another nine shots five actual hits were 
made. 

The firing was witnessed by Col. H. E. 
Cloke, C.A.C., post commander, and Lt. 
Col. F. J. Behr, C.A.C., regimental com- 
mander, 52d Artillery. Expressions of 
general satisfaction with, the results ob- 
tained were heard on every hand. 





Fine Target Scores 
Made by 1st U.S. Infantry 


HE 1st Infantry, Col. A. E. Shuttle- 

worth, on duty at Fort Sam Houston, 
Texas, made a remarkably high record in 
target practice with the rifle, machine gun 
and howitzer while on the range at Camp 
Bullis, from which it recently returned. 

The regiment qualified 98.71 per cent. 
with the rifle. The machine gun compa- 
nies qualified 100 per cent. sharpshooters 
or better, while the howitzer platoon qual- 
ified 100 per cent. experts.

Navy Notes 


HE Navy Department in a general or- 

der dated May 3, 1923, calls attention 
of all persons in the Service to the fact 
that failure to carry out existing safety 
orders and precautions has resulted in the 
occurrence of many serious accidents 
within the past few months. Such failure 
has been due either to ignorance or, to 
careless disregard of these orders and pre- 
eautions. Typical accidents occurring 
during the last year were as follows: (a) 
handling or use of inflammable or explo- 
sive liquids; (b) heating hollow core cast- 
ings; (c¢) absence of life belts from run- 
ning boats; (d) working in vicinity of 
electric power plants or storage batteries: 
(e) fire in motor boats. There were 
twenty-three accidents, and fourteen 
deaths, due mostly to failure to observe 
safety orders. The order issues instruc- 
tions relative to a strict enforcement of 
safety precautions. 


HE Navy Department has authorized 

the Supply Corps selection beard. to 
select out an additional commander for 
promotion to captain. This is due to the 
application of Capt. Walter B. Izard for 
volunteer retirement after thirty years’ 
service. 


HE next class at the Naval War Col- 

lege. Newport, R.I., starts on July 2, 
and will consist of a total of about sev- 
enty officers approximately as follows: 
Line—S captains, 20 commanders, 12 lieu- 
tenant commanders and 10 lieutenants. 
Medical Corps 3, Supply Corps 3, Civil 
Engineer Corps 2, Construction Corps 3, 
and Marine Corps 9. 


HE Navy Department has ordered the 

battleship New York to the navy yard, 
Puget Sound, for the purpose of installing 
new evaporators. An explosion on the 
New York completely destroyed one evap- 
orator and the entire plant is to be re- 
placed. From three to four months’ work 
will be required. 


HE airship ZR-3, being constructed at 

the Zeppelin plant at Lake Constance. 
Germany, for the U.S. Navy is as yet 
only in frame and a large amount of work, 
it is reported, remains to be done. The 
airship, from all accounts, will hardly be 
ready for a trial trip before November 
next and possibly not until next spring, 


according to an Associated Press corre- 
spondent. The ZR-3 is the largest air- 
ship in the world and will have an esti- 
mated speed of 62.14 miles an hour. 


DUE to the fact that more gasoline is 

now required for aviation activities 
as well as for power boats, the Navy De- 
partment is converting cargo ships into 
fuel carriers. They are being altered to 
carry ‘gasoline in bulk instead of in drums. 


ANTICIPATING 

program for the Naval Reserve, the 
Navy Department is making special ef- 
forts to outfit the Reserves on the Great 
Lakes with training ships and other train- 
ing necessities. The U.S.S. Essex, which 
is of wooden construction and which was 
built in 1875, will be turned over to the 
Reservists for a floating armory at Du- 
luth.

HE scope of the 
War Department General Staff as 
it relates to the Secretary of War 


and the branches of the Department will 
be outlined in what will be known as the 
“hand book” of the General Staff. The 
“hand book” will be concurred in by the 
chiefs of all branches and bureaus and will 
be approved by the Secretary of War. It 
will be the first time that a document of 
this character will be published. 

The idea for such a “hand book” origi- 
nated in G-1 of the General Staff. Brig. 
Gen. Charles H. Martin directed the 
“hand book” for the personnel division be 
prepared. This was shortly after Gen. 
Martin assumed his duties with the Gen- 


eral Staff about nine months ago. The 
original memorandum and plan were re- 


ferred to. the different divisions of the Gen- 
eral Staff and chiefs of branches and «bu- 
reaus. G@adually, however; it grew to be 
a comprehensive “hand book” which will 
be adopted for the entire War Depart- 
ment and is destined to have a far-reach- 
ing effect upon the general policy of the 
War Department and the Army. The 
“hand book” will be sent to the corps areas 
and it is expected that the corps area com- 
manders will accept it as the doctrine of 
the War Department in administering 
the affairs of the corps areas. 

Ever since the passage of the General 
Staff act under the administration of for- 
mer Secretary of War Root fhere has been 
a serious difference in Service opinion as 
to the scope of the General /Staff’s author- 
ity. At times the friction between the Gen- 
eral Staff and the chiefs of bureaus has not 
oly interfered with the efficient adminis- 
tration of the affairs of the War Depart- 
ment, but has disturbed the entire Army. 
It has frequently interfered with the pas- 
sage of meritorious military legislation. 
Happily, at present, there is less friction 
than perhaps at any time in the history 
of the Army; mevertheless, differences of 
opinion between officers serving on the 
General Staff and with the branches exist. 
This “hand book,” it is believed, will ad- 
just these differences and contribute much 
to the efficiency of the entire Army. 

It will be the policy of the War De- 
partment in the future, when officers re- 
port for duty with either the General Staff 
or branches, to require them to study the 
“hand book.’”? Thus a staple policy, it is 
believed, will be built up under which the 
General Staff will function efficiently as 
4 co-ordinating body without interfering 
with the administrative functions of the 
Wanches and bureaus. 


Permanent Quarters for Army 

HE Secretary of War has directed the 

General Staff to” make a study of the 
needs of the Regular Army for permanent 
quarters. This is in accordance with a 
promise he made in his testimony before 
the Senate and House Military committees. 
The study now being made by the Gen- 
eral Staff will be referred not only to the 
chiefs of branches, but to the corps area 
commanders. It is the Secretary’s plan 
to have prepared for the housing of the 
Amy a comprehensive building program 
which will extend throughout a period of 
ten years. When the plan is thoroughly 
ligested and has the approval of the Secre- 
tary all future recommendations for new 
construction are to be made in accordance 
with this. 

The plan will not only give the require- 
ents for quarters for officers, barracks 
for men and stables for animals, but will 
Indicate the priority of the different pro- 
jects. Owing to the business conditions 
of the country and the finances of the 
Government, the Secretary made no effort 
at the last session of Congress to secure 
a other than the most urgent construc- 
10n, 

Shortly before he retired Gen. Harbord 
made a detailed inspection of the perma- 
ent quarters for the Regular Army and 
Strongly urged a general plan for the im- 
provement and enlargement of the perma- 
He quarters for the Regular Service.

Philippine Independence Propaganda 


THe Philippine press bureau at Wash- 
oo IS now expending at least part of 
pond a million pesos that have been ap- 
in pe agd for independence propaganda 

efending its financial policy. In a 


* 

lengthy statement the Philippine press bu- 
reau quotes Gen. Wood as denying that 
he has made any charges against Congress. 
As was stated in last issue of the ARMy 
AND NAVY JOURNAL, none of the cables 
from Manila quote Gen. Wood as making 
charges against Congress. 

Still, after quoting Gen. Wood’s denial, 
the press bureau proceeds to attack him 
and drags in the controversy over the 
Wood presidentia! campaign fund. It wil! 
be observed that throughout the great mass 
of press statements which are issued from 
the press bureau no attempt is made to 
give an account of how the millions that 
have been appropriated out of the Philip- 
pine taxes have been expended. 

The nearest approach to this is the fol- 
lowing: 

“This work is being carried on by the Com- 
mission of Independence, which was created, 
provided with funds and directed by the Philip- 
pine legislature, duly elected by the Filipino 
people, to campaign in Amer:ca for Philippine 
independence, and to promote better understand- 
ing, greater confidence and closer economic re 
lations between the United States and the 
Philippines.” 

This statement does not answer any of 
the charges that have been made by news- 
paper correspondents who are stationed 
in Manila. There is a lack of detail whicli 
would indicate just how the taxes that are 
placed on the shoulders of the Philippine 
people when the insular government is 
just being put out of bankruptcy are be- 
ing expended. 

Equally indefinite is the statement of 
Manuel L. Quezon, president of the Philip- 
pine Senate, who is in charge of inde- 
pendence funds. Mr. Quezon makes a 
sweeping denial that members of Congress 
are involved, but he fails to say where the 
money was’ expended. In the course of 
his statement Mr. Quezon says: 

With reference to the reports that United 
States Senators and Representatives have re- 
ceived money from the independence funds, I 
desire to say that no member of Congress, 
whether a Senator or Representative, ever re- 
ceived or was offered directly or indirectly, 
under any guise or pretense, any sum of money, 
not even a single cent, from the independence 
funds or any other fund of the Filipino gov- 
ernment. 

I welcome therefore an investigation by Con- 
gress so that once for all it may be shown thai 
there is a systematic campaign to discredit those 
who advocate the independence of the Philip- 
pines. This campaign of malicious lies and 
defamation has been going on too long and it is 
high time that it is exposed. Special writers 
and correspondents have been coming to Manila, 
would spend a few days around certain clubs in 
the city, and then would write about our people 
and things Philippine with the authority of 
those who have devoted their lives to the study 
of the country. We have thus been maligned 
and misrepresented. 

Those who have been insinuating that the 
indépendence funds have been misspent or il- 
licitly spent will receive their due when 
investigation is ordered by Congress. We shali 
be glad to present the facts then. In the mean- 
time it is enough to say that all the expendi- 
tures from the independence funds have gone 
through and been approved by the Insular 
Auditor who is appointed by the Secretary of 
War and is responsible to that official. 


New Naval Omnibus Bill 


LL of the recommendatieons from the 

bureaus for personnel legislation were 
submitted to the Secretary of the Navy 
on June 1. During the month of June, 
the Secretary’s council will go over these 
recommendations, and it is expected that 
the council will shape up an omnibus bill 
which will be submitted to Congress on 
the day that it convenes, or shortly there- 
after. 

As has been stated, there will be no 
recommendations for an increase in the 
number of officers submitted to Congress. 
At present, the Navy is below its author- 
ized strength for commissioned officers. It 
is not only below its*authorized strength 
under existing law, but below the strength 
of the other great naval powers as pro- 
vided for in the treaty. 

There are authorized for the Navy 6,499 
line officers, while the present strength is 
about 4,260. For the Medical Corps, 
1,225 are authorized, while its strength is 
764. The Medical Corps is at not much 
more than half of its authorized strength. 
The Navy Department is encountering a 
great many difficulties in securing medi- 
eal officers. The present rate of pay is 
not attractive to men who can qualify for 
the Medical Corps. The Dental Corps 
under the authorized strength should have 
189 officers, while its reported strength is 
149. For the same reason that men of 
professional attainments are not entering 
the Medical Corps, the shortage exists in 


the, 


the Dental Corps. The authorized strength 
of the Supply Corps is 660, while the 
actual strength is 587. The Construction 
Corps’ authorized strength is 275 offi- 
cers, while there are actually 226 in the 
corps. - The Civil Engineer Corps has -an 
authorized strength of 110 officers, while 
there are 101 in the corps. Under exist- 
ing law, the Navy should have 151 chap- 
lains, while there are actually 85 in the 
Service. 

Under these conditions, it is not believed 
that there should be a recommendation for 
an increase of naval officers. 

What is needed is legislation to make 
the Service more attractive, so that the 
authorized strength can be filled. This is 
the nvroblem that will be before the De- 
partment in framing the Omnibus bill. 


Changes in Naval Commands 
URING the past week a number of 
important orders have been issued by 

the Navy Department for changes in high 
commands. Most of these have been pre- 
viously announced in these columns. 

Rear Adm. Louis R. de Steiguer, U.S. 
N., has been relieved from the command 
of the Train of the Scouting Fleet and 
assigned to duty as commandant of the

The order has been issued for the re- 
lief of Rear Adm. George W. Williams as 
chief of staff of the commander-in-chief of 
the United States Fleet and his assign- 
ment as commandant of the 6th. Naval 
District and the Charleston Navy Yard. 

Rear Adm. Archibald A. Scales is or- 
dered relieved as commandant of the Bat- 
tleship Division 1 of the Seouting Fleet 
and assigned to command the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard. This order is to be put in 
effect after the conclusion of the Naval 
Academy practice cruise. 

Rear Adm. Roger Welles is to be trans- 
ferred from duty as commandant of the 
11th Naval District to the 5th Naval Dis- 
trict. 

The order for the relief of Rear Adm. 
Ashley H. Robertson as Assistant Chief 
of Naval Operations has been issued. He 
is to be transferred to the 16th Naval 
District at San Diego. 

Capt. Bayard T. Bulmer, U.S.N., is to be 
transferred from the Norfolk Navy Yard 
to Mare Island Navy Yard. 

Capt. David E. Theleen, upon being re- 
lieved from the examining board, is to be 
ordered to the Naval War College. 

Capt. David Todd has also been ordered 
to the Naval War College. 


Capt. Stephen Graham is ordered re- 
lieved from the Oklahoma and assigned 


to duty to the New York Navy Yard. He 
will be succeeded on the Oklahoma as com- 
mander by Capt. William P. Seott, who is 
to be relieved as assistant commandant of 
the 5th Naval District.

T the dinner of the class of 1917 of 

the Naval Academy, held at the Ho- 
tel Emerson, Baltimore, May 29, the elec- 
tion of officers was announced. The vote 
had been conducted through the mail. 

Lt. J. B. Heffernan, on duty with M.I. 
D. in Washington. it was announced, was 
elected president by almost a unanimous 
vote. The other officers elected were: Lt. 
F. E. Haeberle, vice president; Lt. K. L. 
Coontz, secretary; Lt. G. A. Poindexter, 
treasurer, who are also on duty at Wash- 
ington. The additional members of the 
executive committee elected were Lts. R. 
E. Keating, F. C. Denebrink, and E. J. 
Moran on duty at the Naval Academy. 

The committee in charge of the dinner 
were Lt. Denebrink. who acted as toast- 
master, Lts. W. P. Davis and W. C. Cal- 
houn. 


Annuals and Semi-Annuals at U.S.N.A. 


‘THE Secretary of the Navy has ap- 

proved the recommendations of Rear 
Adm. Wilson, Superintendent of the Na- 
val Academy for the amendment of. the 
Naval Regulations which will abolish the 
annual and semi-annual examinations, for 
midshipmen. This is’ the most radical 
change in the policy of the Academy that 
has been made in years. There was con- 
siderable opposition to the change in the 
Navy Department, but Adm. Wilson was 
able to convince Secretary Denby that it 
would be a wise policy. 

Midshipmen will be marked on their 
monthly examinations. The discontinu- 
ance of the annual and semi-annual ex- 
aminations, it is contended, will give the 
midshipmen more time to study. 


O new general personnel legisla- 
tion will be recommended by the 
Secretary of the Navy in his re- 

port to Congress. It is recognized that 
the authorized strength of the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Navy is sufficient. 
It is a question.of procuring the officers 
under existing laws from the Naval Acad- 
emy and enlisted men of the Navy. The 
commissioned personnel is now below the 
authorized strength. ° 

Secretary Denby, in a speech to the 
graduating class of the Naval War Col- 
lege, announced that he would ask for ad- 
ditional cruisers allowed under the Limi- 
tation of Armament treaty. Just what 
this increase will be has not yet been 
announced by the Secretary. 

In his speech at the Naval War College 
the Secretary said: 

We shall ask for additional cruis- 
ers allowed under the limitation of 
armament. We shall ask for addi- 
tional light draft gunboats, the vital 
need of which is being demonstrated 
every day; and we shall ask for cer- 
tain submarines and airplanes. 

There is nothing extravagant in our 
recommendations to Congress, and we 
hope to be able to keep the proposed 
appropriation approximately within 
the limits reached last year.

If the Secretary is to maintain the ratio , 


provided for in the armament treaty he 
will recommend the building of between 
eight and ten scout cruisers. It is known 


that the General Board is urging a pro- ° 


gram of 10,000-ton scout cruisers. At 
present the United States has no ships of 
this class in commission, while Great 
Britain has forty-four and Japan ten. The 
United States has ten building which are 
not up to the limitation of the armament 
conference in tonnage. The tonnage build- 
ing for the United States Navy amounts 
to 75,000 tons, while Great Britain has 
built or building 252,990 tons. In order 
to maintain the 5-5-3 ratio there should be 
an incerase of nineteen scout cruisers with 
a tonnage of 186,808 in the United States, 
while Great Britain, to come up to the 
treaty allowances, should build one cruiser 
with a tonnage of 9,893. Japan now has 
her full treaty allowance in high speed 
cruisers of less than ten years old. 

Next to cruisers the largest increase re- 
quired for the United States to come up 
to the treaty allowance is in long-sailing- 
radius submarines. As a matter of fact, 
the treaty makes no imitation on subma- 
rines, but to be on the ratio basis of the 
treaty in submarines an extensive program 
should be undertaken by the United States. 
he United States, which should be on 
the basis of Japan as to the strength of a 
submarine force, should build forty sub- 
marines and Great Britain is entitled to 
twenty-nine. The General Board, it is un- 
derstood, has recommended that what is 
needed by the United States Navy is large 
2,000-ton submarines with a long gailing 
radius. The United States Navy really 
needs forty of this kind and*the Secretary 
of the Navy was urged to start a pro- 
gram which will eventually give the United 
States forty additional submarines to op- 
erate with the fleet. 


Fleet Notes 


‘THE Battleship Fleet in the Pacifie will 
have a very busy program after Adm. 
Coontz assumes command. It is. to 
mobilized in San Francisco during »the 
annual convention of the American Le- 
gion. Adm. Coontz and the officers of the 
fleet will be called on by the American 
Legion to participate in the American Le- 
gion program. It is presumed that both 
officers and men will take a prominent 
part in the American Legion parade. 


An important addition to the program 
will be a review of the fleet by the Presi- 
dent in Puget Sound. The date of this 
has not yet been announced and will be 
arranged to fit in with the President’s itin- 
erary for his trip to Alaska. On this oe- 
casion, Seattle will have quite a celebra- 
tion and there is no doubt that it will be 
a notablé orcasion. 


Adm. Coontz, while serving as com- 
mander-in-chief of the United States Fleet, 
plans to divide his time between the At- 
lantic and the Pacific Ocean. He-will re- 
turn to the Atlantic Ocean on Nov. 1 and 
plans to visit the different units of the 
fleet, and possibly the important shore sta- 
tions, before joining the fleet in its annual 
maneuvers.

Number of Decorations 
‘awarded for Army Service 


A REPORT released on May 14 shows 
the following facts as to the decora- 
tions that have been awarded by this gov- 
ernment for services performed while in 
or with the Army of the United States: 
Medal of Honor.—There were 2,633 awards 
of the Medal of Honor for acts performed prior 
to the World War. Of this number 911 names 
were stricken from the Medal of Honor list 
upon report of the Board of General Officers 
convened under the provisions of Sec. 122, act 
of June 3, 1916, leaving 1,722 names on the 
list. Out of approximately 700 recommenda- 
tions for the award of the Medal of Honor for 
acts in the World War, ninety have been 
awarded. The Congressional Medal of Honor 
was bestowed upon the unknown, unidentified 
American soldier buried in the National Ceme- 
tery, Arlington, Va., on Nov. 11, 1921, and 
upon the unknown, unidentified Belgian, Brit- 
ish, French and Italian soldiers. Total awards 
excluding the 911 awards mentioned above, 


1,817. 

Service Cross.—Twenty-six 
Distinguished Service Crosses have been 
awarded for heroism prior to the World War. 
Out of approximately 14,000 recommendations 
for the award of the D.S.C. for heroism in the 


Werld War, 6,039 awards of that decoration 
have been made; also 111- Oak Leaf Clusters 
to ninety-two individuals in lieu of a second, 
or additional, D.S.C. This is equivalent to 
6,150 awards of the D.S.C. for heroism in the 
World War, aside from the award of the Cross 
on the unknown, unidentified American soldier. 
A Distinguished Service Cross was bestowed, 
pursuant to the provisions ef the act of Aug. 
24, 1921, on the unknown, unidentified Ameri- 
can soldier buried in the National Cemetery, 
Arlington, Va. Total D.S.C., 6,066; Oak Leaf 
Clusters, 111. 

Distinguished . Service Medal.—Seven Dis- 
tinguished Service Medals have been awarded 
for services prior to the World War, all of 
which were to Regular officers. Out of approxi- 
mately 6,000 recommendations received for final 
actien, 1,880 Distinguished Service Medals were 
awarded for services in the World War. In 
addition, 195 Distinguished Service Medals and 
one Oak Leaf Cluster have been issued to hold- 
ers of the Certificate of Merit, pursuant to the 
provisions of the act of July 9, 1918, which 
directed the discontinuance of award of the Cer- 
tifieate of Merit and directed the issuance of 
the D.S.M. in lieu of Certificates of Merit there- 
tofore issued. 

The foregoing figures as to the number of 
recommendations submitted for the Medal of 
Honor, D.S.M. and D.S8.C. embrace those recom- 
mendations only that were acted upon by the 
authorities having final jurisdiction and do not 
include those recommendations that were not 
forwarded to final authority by subordinate com- 
manders. The number of recommendations not 
reaching final authority cannot be stated. 

The Silver Star decoration has been awarded 
in approximately 40,000 cases. 


Macready and Kelly Flying 
San Diego to Washington 


L*™. JOHN A. MACREADY and Oak- 

ley G. Kelly, Air Service, U.S.A.. who 
left Rockwell Field, San Diego, Calif., in 
the T-2 at 8.50 o’clock a.m. en route to 
Washington, D.C., where they are due on 
June 1, arrived at Fort Bliss, Texas, at 
4.23 p.m., May 25. They covered the 640 
miles in 7 hours 55 minutes. They left 
May 26 for Kansas City, Mo., remaining 
there over Sunday, May 27. 

The aviators left Kansas City at 10.25 
a.m., May 27, arrived at Belleville, Ill., at 
1.40 p.m.; resumed their flight from that 
place a little before 3.30 p.m., and arrived 
at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, at 8.15 
p.m., May 27. <A dinner was given in 
their honor at Memorial Hall, Dayton. 


Record One-Man Non-Stop 
Flight, Gulf to Canada 


L': HARRISON G. CROCKER, A.S., 

U.S.A., who was selected to attempt 
the longest non-stop flight by a single 
Army aviator, succeeded in establishing 
the record on May 26, 1923, when he com- 
pleted a non-stop Gulf to Canada flight 
of 1,400 miles at Selfridge Field, Mt. 
Clemens, Mich. 

He started from Ellington Field, Hous- 
ton, Texas, at 5.21 a.m. (central time), 
May 26, and finished his flight in 11 hours 
54 minutes at 6.15 p.m. (eastern time), 
May 26. 

The plane used by Lt. Crocker was a 
De Haviland. It carried 240 gallons of 
gasoline, with a 28-gallon reserve tank, 
and 60 gallons of lubricating oil. Brig. 
Gen. William Mitchell, Assistant Chief of 
Air Service, who was waiting at Selfridge 
Field to welcome Lt. Crocker, said: 

“This flight, coupled with that of Lts. 
Macready and Kelly from coast to coast, 
demonstrates conclusively that the United 
States can put an air force in the center 
of the country and move it to any border, 
seem, south, east or west, within eleven 

ours.” 


Two Army Men Killed 
in Airplane Accident 


M43. THOMAS DUNCAN, Air. Ser., 
U.S.A., on duty with the Militia Bu- 
reau, and Irving H. Krupp, a civilian 
clerk in the bureau, were burned to death 
when the DH-4-B plane in which they 
were flying crashed to the ground and 
aught fire at Boling Field, Washington, 
D.C., May 25, 
Maj. Duncan piloted the machine which 
was taking off in a practice flight, with 
Krupp as a passenger. The plane had 
ascended only about 200 feet when it 
went into a “tail spin” at the south end 
of the field, burst into flames and before 
aid could rush to them from the hangars 
the plane was consumed. Both bodies 
were charred beyond recognition. 

Maj. Duncan was married and lived at 
2222 Q street, Washington. He was born 
in the State of Washington in 1882 and 
entered the Army as a second lieutenant 
from civil life in 1905, being assigned to 
the Coast Artillery. He was later trans- 
ferred to the Air Service. It was Maj. Dun- 
can’s practice to make a flight once a week. 

Irving H. Krupp was born in Souder: 


ton, Pa., July 21, 1894, and was married 
last year. He was first appointed a clerk 
in the Ordnance office in 1918, but had 
since served in other divisions of the War 
Department. 

The remains of Maj. Duncan were 
buried with full military honors at Ar- 
lington National Cemetery May 28. ‘The 
pallbearers were Col. George F. Baltzell, 
Inf.; Majs. Gerald C. Brant, J. W. 8. 
Wuest, A.S., Henry T. Burgin, C.A.C., 
Frank Thorp, jr., F.A., Henry B. Clagett, 
A.S., and Dr. Jesse L. Wagner of Read- 
ing, Pa. 


Allies to Collect America’s 
Bill for Rhine Occupation 


UNDER an agreement signed at Paris 

on May 25 and announced in Wash- 
ington by Secretary of State Hughes, the 
Allies undertake to collect from Germany 
the net cost of the U.S. Army’s occupa- 
tion of Germany. This is to be out of 
Allied receipts from Germany in twelve 
annual instalments. During the first four 
years America shall be paid her instal- 
ments up to 25 per cent. of the cash re- 
ceipts from Germany if any is left after 
current cost of the Allied occupation is 
paid. For the other eight years payments 
to America will constitute a first charge 
on all cash payments by Germany. Defi- 
cits occurring in the last eight years are 
to bear 4.2 per cent. The cost of the U.S. 
Army’s occupation of Germany as agreed 
to, is set at $255,544,810.53. 


Efficiency Reports for 
Warrant Officers Wait 


ROM various quarters in the Service 

it has been urged that the War De- 
partment adopt an official efficiency re 
port for warrant officers which now per 
tains to the commissioned personnel. Such 
a policy would not only tend to increase 
greatly the efficiency of these men, but 
it would at the same time be valuable in- 
formation in the possession of the War 
Department for use in connection with 
the assignment of warrant officers. 

As a result of these demands an effi- 
ciency report was prepared in the depart- 
ment. The General Staff, after making 
a study of the report, tentatively approved 
it and returned the report with a few 
suggested changes. No definite form of 
efficiency report has been finally adopted 
by the War Department, but it is believed 
that efforts will be made in the near fu- 
ture to iron out the various features of 
the form which are under discussion and 
that it will pe eventually approved. 





212th Artillery, N.Y.N.G.,

At the review of the 212th Artillery 

(old 12th Inf.), N.Y.N.G., Col. N. B. 
Burr, by Brig. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, U.S.

HE office of the Chief of Coast Artillery

Flying Cadet Examinations 
to Be Held in July 


7XAMINATIONS for the appointment 
“4 of flying cadets will be held July 10 at 
fifteen Air Service stations scattered over 
the United States, one in the Hawaiian 
Department, one at Manila, P.I., and one at 
Cristobal, C.Z. the applicant can pre- 
sent documentary evidence that he has 
graduated from a high school within two 
years of the above mentioned date, or that 
he has been a student of a recognized col- 
lege within that time. the War Depart- 
ment will waive the educational examina- 
tion. The eligibility requirements for can- 
didates are: 

1. Unmarried 
United States. 

2. Between ages of 20 and 27. 

3. High school graduates or possess 
equivalent of high school education. 

4. Of excellent character. 

5. Of sound physique and in excellent 
halth. 

The base pay of flying cadets is $75 
per month, which ineludes extra flying 
risk pay. The ration allowance does not 
exceed $1 per day and the clothing allow-

ances and equipment are the same as those 
of a first class private in the Air Service. 
Candidates must enlist for three years, 
but upon completion of or failure to com- 
plete the prescribed course they are dis- 
charged from the Service and are not re- 
quired to serve the unexpired portion: of 
their enlistment period. The heavier-than- 
air course normally requires about a year, 
while the lighter-than-air course prescribes 
about a nine months’ study. ‘lhe ground 
and primary flying training for heavier- 
than-air students will be given at Brooks 
Field. Upon completion of this phase of 
the course the students will be sent to 
Kelly Field for advanced training, such as 
bombardment, pursuit, observation and 
attack aviation. The students preferring 
the lighter-than-air training will pursue 
their studies and actual flying work at 
Scott Field. The actual commencement 
of these studies will be the first part of 
September, and at the present time there 
are already about fifty students who passed 
both physical and educational examina- 
—_ last January who will be in the fall 
class. 

Upon the satisfactory completion of the 
prescribed courses the cadets will be com- 
missioned second lieutenants in the Air 
Service Officers’ Reserve Corps (inactive 
status), and on their discharge will re- 
ceive the same travel pay and allowances 
which pertain to enlisted men when dis- 
charged from the Service. 

For additional information and appli- 
eation blanks communications should be 
addressed to the Chief of Air Service, 
Washington, D.C. After receiving their 
Reserve appointments it is the desire of 
the War Department that these men fre- 
quent Air Service stations occasionally, 
and if planes are available they will be 
permitted to fly in order that they may 
keep in proper flying condition.

Placing American Officers 
in Families to Learn French 


FFICERS of the Army going to 
France for the purpose of attending 
various schools or merely for perfecting 
themselves in French have heretofore had 
some difficulty and caused the military at- 
taché much extra work in finding suitable 
boarding places in French families where 
no English is spoken and where the guests 
as a result might more rapidly acquire the 
French language. 

There has been established in the French 
Ministry of Public Works a _ bureau 
known as the “Office National de Touris- 
me.” One of the objects of this bureau is 
precisely _to meet the needs spoken of 
above. It has been suggested that officers, 
including those of the National Guard and 
Reserve, who desire to take advantage of 
the above, correspond directly with the 
“Office National de Tourisme,’ whose ad- 
dress is 17 Rue de Surene, Paris, France. 
This will avoid placing any unnecessary 
correspondence on our American military 
attaché, as well as expediting the matter 
at hand. 


Denby Addresses 
Naval War College 


| GoPets ig to the graduating class at 
the Naval War College, Newport, R.I., 
May 26, Secretary Denby pointed out 
beneficial effects of the studies and the 
mental application of the same. He also 
said: “You have had close association 
with a large number of experienced repre- 
sentative officers of all branches of the 
naval service, and with able officers of the 
Army and Coast Guard, thus counter- 
acting the tendency to mental non-recep- 
tiveness, difficult to combat in the isola- 
tien of command.” 

As to the importance of a thorough 
knowledge of naval science and the neces- 
sity of preparedness Mr. Denby said: 

“We know now beyond peradventure 
that war between great powers or groups 
of powers will always involve many other 
nations and we cannot say with certainty 
that such a war may not come at any 
time. There need be no demand for ex- 
cessive armament. There will be none for 
a great increase of our present establish- 
ment made by the Navy Department at 
the coming session of Congress. We shall 
ask for additional cruisers, allowed under 
the Treaty for the Limitation of Arma- 
ment. We shall ask for additional light- 
draft gunboats, the vital need of which is 
being demonstrated every day; and we 
shall ask for certain submarines and air- 
planes. . 

“There will be nothing extravagant in 
our recommendations to Congress; and 
we hope to be able to keep the proposed 
appropriations approximately within the 
limits reached last year.’ 

Other extracts from the remarks of Mr. 
Denby follow: 

“There should be no belittling of the 
scope and power of the various arms of 
our sea defense—no exaggeration of the 
importance of one at the cost of another. 
On the other hand, there should certainly 
be no lessening in the study and develop- 
ment and full supply of all new arms. 

“This splendid institution, the War 
College, is designed for the instruction of 
officers in the science of their profession 
and the larger aspects of naval warfare. 

“Speeds, armor, calibers, communica- 
tions and ships, upon, above and below 
the surface, change constantly, but one 
element in war remains the same. In his 
essential qualities the naval officer of to- 
day closely resembles the officer of the 
past. John Paul Jones could not have 
anticipated our ships and guns, but his 
description of an officer and a gentleman 
is as apt to-day as it was when written. 

“The principles of leadership are im- 
mutable, and the specifications for a gen- 
tleman have not changed since the infant 
Navy first took the seas. Leadership not 
alone implies capacity to fight ships and 
men, to inspire enthusiasm, but it also 
implies sympathy and understanding. With 
these qualities and their application by 
officers and petty officers from the cap- 
tain down, many a man is saved from ‘A. 
W.O.L. and desertion; many a man’s life 
is changed from gloom to cheer; and many 
a man is saved to the Navy who might 
otherwise be lost. I hope to see a still 
closer contract between commissioned and 
enlisted men. It will result in benefit to 
both. Personally. I believe that within 
sound limits, the fewer courts-martial and 
other punishments, the better. A happy 
ship is a good ship.” 


Revisions of S.R. 43 to Go 
to Corps Area Commanders 


‘THE Officers’ Reserve Corps Regulations 

(S.R. 48) are now being multigraphed 
and will be sent to the department and 
corps area commanders for review and 
comments. It is presumed that the corps 
area commanders will call conferences o 
Reserve officers and go over the regulations 
before returning them to the War Depart- 
ment. 

Lt. Col. H. P. Ward, Maj. F. B. Ryons 
and Capt. John P. Seymour, the Reserve 
officer members. of the General Staff com- 
mittee, have been relieved from duty in 
the War Department. The detaiis of pre- 
paring the regulations for the printer have 
been placed in the hands of Lt. Col. G. G. 
Reiniger, the ranking Reserve officer on 
the committee, who is serving permanently 
on the General Staff. 

It is expected that the new regulations 
will be put into effect this fall, shortly 
after the closing of the summer training 
camps. ‘They may be published before 
that date. The corps area c»mmanders 
will be urged to hasten the consideration 
of the proposed regulations, so that they 
can be put into effect not later than 
Nov. 11. 
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National Matches 
Announced for 1923 


HHE National Board for the Promotion 
of Rifle Practice, in making an an- 


nouncement regarding the. National 
Matches of 1923, to be held at Camp 


Perry, Ohio, says: 

“This year the matches will include the 
N.R.A. military rifle and pistol and free 
rifle matches, the National individual and 
team rifle and pistol matches, and N.R.A. 
small bore matches, the International 
small bore Dewar team match and the In- 
ternational free rifle team and individual 
matches. The historic Palma international 
long range team championship will prob- 
ably be revived. It promises to be a great 
rifle meeting, embracing the greatest vari- 
ety of matches and including the greatest 
marksmen of two continents. 

“It will be possible to secure special 
fares, saving one-third of the regular rate 
for N.R.A. members, if enough of them 
will attend. Certainly no cheaper vaca- 
tion can be planned. In order that the 
matter may be taken up with the rail- 
roads, won’t you let us know at once that 
you are planning on making the trip, 
whether you expect to bring any ‘women 
folks’ and whether you expect to spend 
the entire period, including the school of 
instruction, which will occupy the first ten 
days, or whether you will attend during 
the last two weeks for the actual match 
shooting.”

Bids Opened For Sale of 
Army Base at Norfolk, Va. 


IDS were opened on May 22 in the 

office of the Construction Service, Q.M 
Corps, for the sale of the Army base at 
Norfolk, Va., which cost $23,000,000. The 
city of Norfolk, Va., was the only bidder 
for the entire project, - offering $3,975,000 
for all land, buildings and improvements, 
with certain delayed deliveries and reser- 
vations, or without certain reservations 
and with certain immediate deliveries $4,- 
000,000 flat. For everything except the 
Barrett tract Norfolk bid $3,950,000. 

For the Barrett tract, a piece of resi- 
dential property with certain buildings, 
Millard P. Boyle of Norfolk was highest 
bidder at $18,000. The city of Norfolk 
also made an alternative flat bid of $5,- 
000,000 for the entire property with cer- 
tain improvements, 15 per cent. to be paid 
on acceptance of bid and remainder over 
a period of thirty Years at 4 per cent. in- 
terest, terms to be mutually agreed upon 
and the first interest not due and payable 
until Jan. 1, 1926. The city of Norfolk 
also stipulated for its other bids the pay- 
ment over a period of twenty-five years. 
These figures will be considered by the 
Quartermaster General and turned over 
to the Assistant Secretary of War for final 
action. 


Congres International de 
Medecine et de Pharmacie 


HE permanent committee of the “Con- 

gres International de Medecine et de 
Pharmacie Militaires”’ met in Rome, 
Italy, May 28. Following this the sec- 
ond congress holds its formal sessions. Dr. 
William Seaman Bainbridge, who was the 
delegate from the United States to the 
first congress, held in Brussels in 1921, 
and who was made a member of the per- 
manent committee, sailed on May 16 to 
attend the meetings in Rome and to 
present to the congress various arti- 
cles written by those selected by the Sur- 
geon Generals of the Army and Navy and 
Public Health Service as best fitted to 
cover the points on which the United 


States, collaborating with Great Britain, 
is to give the principal discourse. 

The congress will dischss (1) evacua- 
tion of the wounded in the fighting armies; 
(2) collaboration of military and civilian 


authorities in matters of social hygiene, 
physical education and prophylaxis; (3) 
critical study of disinfection and disinfes- 
tation; (4) treatment of wounds of the 
chest involving the lung and the sequalae 
of thoraco-pulmonary wounds; (5) dis- 
cussion of chemical army laboratories. 

The congress is being held under the 
patronage of the King and Queen of Italy, 
who, with Premier Mussolini, received all 
the delegates. 


Still Room for Candidates, 
C.M.T.C., 2d Corps Area 


M43: GEN. ROBERT L. BULLARD, 

U.S.A., commanding the 2d Corps 
Area, in a report rendered to The Adju- 
tant General of the Army on May 23, an- 
nounced a total of 2,379 applications re- 
ceived for summer .C.M.T. camps, with 
2,158 tentative acceptances of this num- 
ber. The total number of young men to 
attend the summer camps is 3,600. and it 
was pointed out by Gen. Bullard before 
his departure on an inspection trip, May 
23, of camps, that there are plenty of va- 
cancies for young men between the ages 
of 17 and 24 years. 

A poster just issued by Maj. T. L. Cry- 
stal, U.S.A., for general distribution car- 
ries the slogan “Send your boy to Platts- 
burg and swamp him for a man.” 


American War Claims 
Against Germany Reported 


AR claims of the United States 

against Germany amount to $1,479,- 
064,313.92, according to Robert C. Mor- 
ris, agent for the United States before the 
Mixed Claims Commission in his report 
to the State Commission. The claims 
have been presented to the commission, 
and the largest claim is $366,113,000 from 
the United States itself. There is a total 
of 12,416 claims filed, and heading the 
claims of individuals are those growing 
out of the sinking of the Lusitania by a 
German submarine. They total $22,- 
606,000, and may be disposed of first by 
the commission, Germany having already 
admitted liability, but not in definite 
amount. 


Study of Uniform 
Referendum Complete 


HE study and digest of the. uniform 

referendum which has been taken at the 
direction of the Secretary of War through 
the corps area commanders is now in the 
hands of Gen. Pershing. It reveals a 
great diversity of recommendations from 
the Service at large. It is stated that it 
is almost impossible to classify the views. 

In a memorandum going over the his- 
tory of the changes that have been made 
in the uniform regulations in the last fifty 
years, one general officer makes a novel 
suggestion as a solution of the uniform 
regulation question once for all. 

He urges that every officer be allowed 
to select his own uniform. The only speci- 
fication that he would suggest for the War 
Department is to require the same cloth 
and the proper insignia. 

This, he says, would give every officer 
an opportunity to satisfy himself in the 
cut and design of his uniform. It would 
show to the Service the only system that 
will satisfy every officer’s personal taste. 
Of course, it would soon become apparent 
that such a policy would make the Army 
appear ridiculous, and then there would 
be a demand that the War Department 
standardize the uniform without regard to 
the personal desires of the officers in the 
Service. He declares he has _ passed 
through a number of changes in the uni- 
form regulations, and each change has in- 
creased the dissatisfaction among officers. 
It was years, he stated, before the Service 
ane satisfied to any degree with olive 
drab. 

One of the chief objections that have 
been urged against any change in the uni- 
form is its cost, especially to the junior 
officers, many of whom were demoted. 
This, it is stated, may be the determining 
factor in the refusal of the authorities to 
recommend any change in the immediate 
future. 


Baltic Party Holds Its 
Sixth Annual Reunion 


EN. PERSHING welcomed a distin- 

guished party of guests at the sixth 
annual reunion of the Baltic Party which 
was held at the Racquet Club, Washing- 
ton, D.C., on the evening of May 28. In 
a reminiscent heart to heart talk, Gen. 
Pershing opened the program and called 
to the chair Col. Charles G. Stanton, U.S. 
A., retired, who acted as toastmaster. Col. 


Stanton, who was chief finance officer of 
the A.E.F., is now Commissioner of Pub- 
lie Works for the city of San Francisco 
and came across the continent to attend 
the reunion.

Anchor in Thirty Fathoms 
Through Forty Hours’ Gale 


‘THE commanding officer of the U.S. 
Coast Guard cutter Tampa gives the 
following experiences in anchoring at sea, 
which may be of importance and interest 
te others: 

Recently the Tampa was standing by a 
berg grounded on Tail of the Banks, in 
moderate gale with rough sea, S.W., with 
partially thick weather. It was plain that 
sight of the berg must soon be lost after 
nightfall, and it was important that posi- 
tion be retained and fuel conserved. 
Therefore, anchoring was tried in thirty 
fathoms of water with 105 fathoms chain. 
This anchorage was retained through forty 
hours of gale, alternating with strong 
breeze, accompanied by heavy sea, and 
the vessel rode somewhat more comfortably 
than when drifting. 

Lt. Comdr. A. H. Munter, U.S.C.G., in 
discussing the matter of anchoring at sea 
says: 

“It is particularly interesting to note 
that the Atlantic seaboard of the United 
States from Cape Cod to Florida has a 
sandy floor, gradually sloping toward the 
sea, thus affording excellent anchorage 
facilities for steamers with suitably heavy 
and long anchor gear. 

“In conclusion it should be stated that 
it has been the policy of C. and R. for 
some time to provide extra heavy anchor 
gear for Coast Guard cutters so that there 
ought to be little hesitation on the part 
of Coast Guard personnel to anchor at 
sea in depths within the power of the 
windlass engine to lift the anchor and 





chain. There has been an abundance of 
precedent, both within the Service and 
outside it, for anchoring with safety 


along the Atlantic coast of the United 
States any of our seagoing cutters.” 


Regular Army Helps Get 
Recruits for N.Y.N.G. 


IX the state-wide drive for recruits for 
the New York National Guard which 
has been going on for some weeks, and for 
which prizes amounting to $1,000 are of- 
fered, the Regular Army has used every 
endeavor to aid the cause and has fully 
exemplified the “one-Army” spirit.

It is with deepest regret and sorrow that 
the Regimental Commander announces the death 
of a gallant soldier of the 7th Cavalry and the 
severe injury of another while doing their duty 
to their country. 

About eight o'clock p.m., April 21, 1923, 
Pvt. 1st Class, Specialist 4th Class, Morris 
Tousky, A.S. No. 6062415, and Pvt. Martin B. 
Schultz, A.S. No. 6205050, both of the Service 
Troop, 7th Cav., were passing the blacksmith 
shop of the Service Troop and noticed smoke 
coming from the building. They broke a bar 
from the window and got in, and with the fire 
extinguishers climbed on the work bench hunt- 
ing for the location of the fire. A fierce gale 
was blowing, and at that moment the entire in- 
side of the shop burst into flame, thus cutting 
the men off from the window by which they had 
entered. It was necessary for them to break 
off bars from the other window before exit 
could be made, and before that could be done 
Pvt. Tousky was fatally burned and Pvt. 
Schultz was severely burned. 

In spite of his injuries Pvt. Tousky alarmed 
the stable sergeant and insisted on his calling 
the fire department before assistance should be 
given him. 

It is this conscientious and extraordinary 
attention to duty that has made the 7th Cavalry 
famous, and a man is entitled to just as much 
credit and honor who lays bis life down for 
a duty like this as the gallant troopers who 
died on the battle field of the Little Big Horn. 

The name of Pvt. Tousky will be placed on 
the honor roll of the 7th Cavalry with the 
names of the rest of our gallant dead.

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Force, and the World Court 


HE World Court as proposed by 
President Harding and Secretary of 
State Hughes may be ever so meri- 


torious, but some of the arguments being 
used in its support are not sound. They 
are of the same character as those that 
were made in support of the Arms Con- 
ference, and they border on pacifism. 

An instance of this is the statement 
which was given out to the press by Ar- 
thur E. Hungerford, who assumes to speak 
for the Federal Council of Churches. In 
the course of the statement he says: 

The issue which the World Court 
presents is not a new one. It em- 
bodies the age-long conflict between 
Jaw and force. In earliest times each 
man, an absolute sovereign, remained 
a law unto himself. ‘ Disputes were 
settled by an immediate appeal to force. 
But gradually this changed, for the 
»eople could not stand the havoc of 
hate and conflict and destruction 
which such a system involved. Within 
the family, then the tribe, then the 
state, arbiters arose. No longer were 
individuals allowed to settle at will 
with their opponents in the ancient 
primitive way. Slowly a system of 
laws took shape governing the deci- 
sions of these judges. The very prog- 
ress of mankind can be marked by 
law’s slow conquest over force. 

But nations, the last of the abso- 
lute sovereigns, resisted this change 
and even up to yesterday asserted the 
right to be a law unto themselves. 

Mr. Hungerford’s argument shows how, 
fn the history of the world, the control- 
ling force, the will of which was embodied 
into law, was transferred from one agency 
to another. 

It was the father, the head of the fam- 
ily. whose word was law in the beginning. 
The father was succeeded by the chief of 
the tribe. Down through the ages, govern- 
ment and law developed until the people, 
or the majority of the people constitute 
the force behind the government. 

If the decrees of the World Court are 
to be real law there must be some power 
to enforce them. This is true of every 
law that is on the statute books of the 
United States, which claims to be the 
most advanced government in the world. 
From the pulpit utterances it might be in- 
ferred that the government of the United 
States is not now emploing sufficient 
force to put prohibition into effect, as 
provided for in the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the Volstead act. 

But to get back to international affairs. 
If the World Court is to put an end to 
war, as Mr. Hungerford promises, there 
must be a sheriff and a large force of dep- 
uties to put its decrees into™effect. This 
force is known as the Army and Navy. 
Even then there are very apt to be civil 
wars in the world, just as there have been 
in this country. Incidentally, the stronger 
the World Court becomes, the more of 
national sovereignty must be surrendered 

hv the nations who are under the agree- 
Tt will be simply the transfer of 
rollins force from the nation to 
sonal organization. The force will 


still be there, and must be exercised, to 
make the decrees of the World Court ef- 
fective. 





Value of Preparedness 
Forcefully Illustrated 


HE recent conciliatory reply of 
Soviet Russia, yielding to the Brit- 


ish ultimatum containing demands 
for compensation for the seizure of Brit- 
ish trawlers off the Murmansk coast, and 
for the execution of a British subject’ and 
the imprisonment of another, is an indis- 
putable evidence of the value of prepared- 
ness. 

When Great Britain first made her de- 
mands on Russia for compensation, and 
that her fishermen be not’ interfered with 
in future beyond the three-mile limit, 
Trotzky fairly frothed at the mouth and 
threatened to sink the British Isles. 

In answer to this bombast two British 
warships were sent at once to protect 
British trawlers on the Murmansk coast, 
and Trotzky received another firm note 
from Lord Curson at the same time to the 
effect that further outrages on British sub- 
sents must stop and that amends must be 
made. 

Then the furious Trotzky cooled off and 
awoke to the fact that it was impossible 
to fight the British navy with his mouth. 
He withdrew the offensive notes which 
were sent to Great Britain, after she had 
protested to Russia against the execution 
of Catholic clergy, and Russia further 
agreed to pay all the compensation asked. 
and now agrees to conclude a convention 
with the British government, granting the 
right to her citizens to fish outside the 
three-mile limit, pending the settling of 
this question at an international confer- 
ence. 

It is obvious that if Great Britain had 

“not a big navy ready to defend the rights 
of her subjects Trotzky, instead of eating 


crow, would have defied Great Britain, 
but realizing that Lord Curzon meant 
business, and that a great fleet from 


Britain would back up his demands, he 
wisely decided on conciliatory methods. 

This event should prove a good moral 
to the people of the United States. 


Britain’s Singapore Base 


ATER reports than those accessi- 
ble to us last week indicate that the 
contemplated cost of the British 

naval base at Singapore will be about fifty 
instead of two hundred million dollars: 
the latter sum being mentioned in our edi- 
torial. The difference does not alter the 
principle stated, that the building of such 
a base is a reply to the Japanese cruiser 
program, and therefore a participation in 
the new and expensive naval competition 
recently begun by Japan, 

For fifty million dollars Great Britain 
should be able to build about ten modern 
light eruisers, which, together with the 
four she is now building, would just about 
match the fifteen light cruisers in the new 
Japanese program. By expending the 
money upon a first-class naval base, how- 
ever, Britain is enabled to increase by 
about ten the number of her existing forty- 
four light cruisers, which can be constantly 
ihaintained in Far Eastern waters. In ad- 
dition, the base will multiply the number 
of all other types that can be so main- 
tained. Therefore, in Britain’s circum- 
stances of a large existing fleet, and a de- 
ficiency of Oriental bases, the expenditure 
of money at Singapore is much more eco- 
nomical in producing sea power available 
for use against Japan than would be the 
building of more ships.

General business conditions remain little 
changed from a week ago, but there has been 
a decided improvement in sentiment. The re- 
marks of Judge Gary before the American Iron 
and Steel Institute and a survey of business 
conditions made by the Federal Reserve Board 


were both of an optimistic character. The 
former observed that ‘“when one considers the 
wealth, resources, increasing production and 


purchasing necessities of this country, the pres- 
ent outlook is good.’’ The latter states that 

‘reports from all quarters were satisfactory 
and indicated that Dusiness is progressing con- 
servatively and on a sound basis.’ Business 
leaders generally are of the opinion that the 
check to business in April and May was a 
highly favorable development, and instead of 
bringing the present period of prosperity to a 
halt has been more important than any other 
influence in prolonging good times. 


Imports at High Level. 


Record breaking production reports and car- 
loadings in unprecedented magnitude have 
somewhat ceased to create comment, and orders 
already booked are of sufficient size to expect 
a continuation of such announcements for some 
time longer. The fundamental question is 
whether the present volume of business is the 
result of under-consumption during 1921 and 
part of 1922, or the result of normal and con- 
sequently continuous consumption. It is too 
early to determine the answer and this must 
be awaited a few months. One point which 
demands serious consideration is the condition 
of foreign commerce. A marked increase in 
exports normally accompanies a trade boom, 
while at the present time the quantity of goods 
being shipped abroad is hardly one-half the 
volume of three or four years ago. Prices have 
reached such a high level as to invite imports 
in quantity and these have reached the propor- 
tions of the high record of 1920. 


Sound Industrials Should be Held. 


The level to which security prices were 
driven on May 22 invited some new buying 
and a considerable amount of short covering, 
which resulted in a substantial rally in the 
more speculative issues. The immediate out- 
look, howevér, does not invite indiscriminate 
buying. Those who have purchased sound in- 
dustrials at higher levels should hold for the 
time being. Buyers coming into the market 
for speculative purposes should confine com- 
mitments largely to the rails. 

The railroad outlook is sound and the risk 
attached is consequently less than in the case 
of companies subject to fluctuations in output 
and in their margin of profit. April earnings 
have shown remarkable gains over a year ago 
and from present indications the gains will 
maintained throughout the balance of the year. 
The increases in net earnings are taking place 
in the face of extraordinary expenditures for 
equipment repairs, which, while resulting in 
earnings being unavailable for dividends to the 
amount expended, substantially increases the 
equity and earning power of the junior shares. 


Physical Valuation of the Railroads. 


The attack on valuation estimates by the 
conference of ‘‘liberals’’ at Chicago is not 
deserving of serious consideration, even as a 
political factor. The claims made are so ob- 
viously without foundation in fact that they 
cannot be entertained by the unprejudiced. 

As a matter of fact, the tentative valuations 
found by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
do not include many items which rightly go to 
make up physical valuation, and remembering 
the present level of commodity prices it is 
probable a figure $10,000,000,000 in excess of 
the total affixed would be more nearly correct 
than one $10,000,000,000 less, as claimed by 
the nameless ‘‘recognized experts’’ quoted by 
Senator La Follette.

T. N. F. asks: Was the so-called Sweet bill, 
which provided $100 for payment on the death 
ot a former soldier and $5 for a flag, passed 
by Congress? 

Answer: The provision was contained in the 
amendatory act passed by Congress. March 3, 
1923, and approved by the President March 4, 
1923. It is retroactive and is applicable in 
eases of the death of veterans of any war, pro- 
vided the deceased did not leave sufficient assets 
to pay burial expenses. 

H. L. N. asks: On Sept. 18, 1921, I qualified 
as expert rifleman and drew pay for this quali- 
fication up to Jan, 25, 1922. I was then trans- 
ferred to a Howitzer company, and was in- 
formed that the qualification pay ceased when 
I was transferred to an organization other than 
a rifle company which did not shoot the rifle. 
Therefore I did not draw qualification pay from 
Jan. 26, 1922, to Sept. 17, 1922. I wunder- 
stand that a decision has been passed which 
authorizes qualification pay is allowed, once the 
soldier has qualified with the rifle, regardless 
of the organization to which he is transferred. 
If this decision has been passed. what pro- 
cedure would.I have to go through to receive 
the back qualification pay from Jan. 26 to Sept. 
17, 1922? 

Answer: At one time the regulations did 
prescribe the payment of qualification pay once 
the soldier had qualified with the rifle regard- 
less to what organization he was transferred. 
This has now been discontinued, and the JouR- 
NAL regrets to inform you that you are not en- 
titled to this back pay. 

MRS. 8. J. G. asks: If a man has re-enlisted 
three months prior to the time the new demotion 
bill took effect, April 1, and he gets out on 
dependency, does he have to pay -back his re- 
enlistment bonus? 

Answer: No, his re-enlistment bonus will not 
have to be paid back. If he had purchased 
his discharge the bonus would have to be re-
